VANDERBILT'S 
TF1OUBLES. 


The experience of Vanderbilt bor- 


ough Is pecullac.and peculiarly unfor- 
tunate. 
The enterprising little coke 


to^-ra that was oncD the suburbs of the 
ancient village of Hnsf Liberty seems 
to have been too public-spirited, too 
far in advance of the times and too 
dependent upon one industry. 
The 


depression In the coke trade has been 
'particularly severe on Vauderbilt, the 
coke plants upon which the town de- 
pended being .practically shut down. 
Taxes are high and almost'impossible 
to collect. 
The town is in debt and 


cannot pay. 
If there were municipal 


biakruptcy courts Vanderbilt would 
be -tempted to give up her charter 
and go into Liquidation. 
' U is stated that when tho borough 
WES incorporated a few years ago a 
bond issue of $5,000 was made per- 
mlSBible through n special ruling, of 


. thu ^oourt though the assessed valuar 
tion' did.not warrant such a debt. 
There must be some mistake about 
.this. 
As we have had occasion re- 


•ce'itlr to point out,-the Constitution 
of the State prohibits any borough 
lrc>m contracting debts aggregating 
more than two per centum of the as- 
sensed valuation without the consent 
of the people at'the polls, nor more 
thiin'Tseven per centum, with that con- 
sent. This inhibition may not be ro- 
-.mctved or- moddfletl by either courts 
-or legislative Dodios. 
A bond issue 


in defiance of this clause of the Con- 
stitution is Illegal and may cause those 
.mi.king it no end of trouble. *
